No Immediate Relief in Sight, 
as the Rain Is Still Falling 
in Torrents—Cries of Dis- 
trees Everywhere.

Many estimate that the damage 
to property is the greatest since Gal- 
veston, Texas, was literally swept off 
the map. 

Gathering darkness tonight brought 
no relief to the scores of e¢ities and 
towns of the state that are inundated 
and cut off from the outside world, 
but instead cast a gloom over the 
rushing waters, practically thwarted 
rescue work and increased the horrors 
cf the situation. Thousands of per- 
sons are imprisoned by the swollen 
waters. 


Although the waters in some places} 


are reported to be slowly 
there was no immediate 
tonight, while rain continued 
scend at times in torrents. 

So appalling and seemingly exag- 
gerated were many of the reports from 
flooded cities and towns today that 
they were disputed and in many in- 
stances wholly disregarded. Later re- 
ports from these same sections, how- 
many times confirmed what 
seemed to be wild rumors. In other 
reports proved incorrect. 

Many Towns Isolated. 

The various news agencies are 
working under great difficulties in se- 
curing accurate reports because of 
crippled wire facilities. -Many cities 
and towns are completely isolated and 
only rumors can be obtained. These 
cannot be verified until wire and tele- 
phone service is restored. 

Although reports of distress and dis- 
aster are coming in from every sec- 
tion, the greatest damage and loss of 
life apparently is at Dayton. Condi- 
tions there beggar description. While 
the business section is practically all 
under water and the estimated loss of 
life is appalling, fires are adding to 
the terror. 

The lurid lights from burning build- 
ings are adding horrors to the stricken 
city tonight. Loss of life is estimated 
at from hundreds to thousands. 

Handicapped efforts at rescue work 
today failed to clarify the puzzling sit- 
uation regarding loss of life from Co- 
lumbus. Many who are considered 
conservative place the loss there from 
100 to 150. 

At Delaware, 25 miles north of Co- 
lumbus, the inhabitants are still flood 
bound and details are unavailable. The 
dead already number 33, ‘ac- 
cording to a correspondent on the 
scene.

Indianapolis, Ind., March 26.—Night 
fell upon flood-swept Indiana with 
but little .comfort for its many thou- 
sands of flood sufferers, the most con- 
servative reports from throughout the 
state estimating the loss of life at not 
fewer than 125 drowned, while per- 
sistant statements from various points 
indicate that more than that number 
may have perished in the high waters.

Peru 
is the most completely demoralized 
city in the great flood districts in In- 
diana, but Fort Wayne, Logansport, 
Lafayette and Terra Haute have ex- 
perienced loss of life and great prop- 
ertv damage, with practically all pub- 
lic service destroyed in each of these 
places. 

Indianapolis has a certain loss of 
life in the western part of the city 
from the great flood expanses along 
White river and an inestimable proper- 
ty loss in the most substantial resi- 
dence districts through the overflow 
of Fall creek. Water fell rapidly in 
the latter district during the day, but 
there was no consequential abatement 
of the waters in West Indianapolis. 

Three Distinct Flood Districts. 

Three distinct flood districts prevail 
throughout the state, each but a few 
miles wide, yet Sweeping across the 
entire width of Indiana. In the north 
all the towns and cities along the 
Wabash and its large tributaries are 
affected; White river sweeps throuzh 
central Indiana with Indianapolis the 
greatest sufferers, while White Water

Financial Loss and Probably the Loss of Life. 
Railroads Are Greatest Money Sufferers. 


Chicago, March 26.—Three thousand may have perished in the 
deluge which swept the northern half of the Ohio river valley yes- 
terday and today. 

Probably half a million people were made homeless by the 
flood in Indiana and Ohio and property damage in both states will. 
be at least $100,000,000. 

These figures were compiled this afternoon from reports re- 
ceived here from various points in the stricken district. Further 
reports may increase the number of dead, and it is unlikely that 
any decrease in financial loss will be made. 

An additional horror was reported early 
Dayton. Fire there, which seemed widespread and probably un- 
controllable, in view of the paralyzation of the water plant, probably 
brought a horrible death to many who sought to escape drowning 
by climbing to upper floors of buildings. 7

TWO MEN KEEP DAYTON 
IN TOUCH WITH WORLD 


Chicago, March 26.—Two employes 
of the American Telegraph and Tele- 
phone company, M. D. Stohl, wire chief 
at Dayton, and C, D. Williamson, wire } 
chief at Phoneton, Ohio, by devotion 
to duty have kept Dayton in touch 
with the outside world. 

At noon today they had been on duty 
continuously for 36 hours. 

Stohl reached the Dayton office just 
before the flood broke Tuesday morn- 
ing. The water came with such sud- 
denness that all batteries and power 
were put out.of commission. 

Stohl rummaged around and found 
a lineman’s “test set.”’ With this he 
made hig way to the roof of the buijd- 
ing, “cut in” on the line to Phoneton 
and reported to Williamson, whose 
batteries were still in condition. Since 
then, except for intervals, Stohl has 
remained on the roof of the building 
suffering the discomforts of pouring 
rain and low temperature.

Washington, March 26.—Cessation of 
rain in the flood districts within the |

Ohio Legislature Acts Speedily 
in Response to the Gov- 
ernor’s Request. 


Columbus, Ohio, March 26.—The 
house, under suspension of rules, im- 
mediately passed a bill appropriating 
250,000 for the relief of the flood suf- 
ferers. The entire sum is placed in 
the hands of the governor for distribu- 
tion as he deems fit. The bill goes 
into effect immediately. 

The action of the legislature ap- 
propriating $250,000 was taken in re- 
sponse to the following message from 
the governor: 

“The flood disaster that has befallen 
our state is of such magnitude in loss 
of life and human suffering that I re- 
spectfully urge upon your honoreble 
body the importance and propriety of 
making an appropriation for the suc- 
cor of those in distress. 

“May I further suggest that it be of 
such size and made with such dis- 
patch as to reflect the great heart 
and resource of our commonwealth.” 

The house recessed until this after- 
noon with the probability that both 
branches of the legislature will ad- 
journ for the rest of the week out of 
respect to those who lost thelr lives 
in the stricken cities. 

The senate this afternoon passed the 
Lowry bill making appropriations *or 
the relief of the flood sufferers, but 
increased the amount from $260,000 
tu $500,000. It is believed the house 
will readily concur in this amendment

After Defending Adrianople| 


Exactly what the percentage of re- 
duction will be on goods imported in 
American bottoms, as compared with 
those cagried in foreign bottoms, is 
not Known, but it will be sufficient to 
make it worth while for importers to 
us® Americanebuilt ships: 

The income tax is to exempt com- 
pletely all incomes of $4,000 a year and 
under, and to tax only the excess over 
$4,000 a year. Under this scheme the 
person whose income jis $5,000 will pay 
the tax on only $1,000. It is under- 
Stood that the rate will begin at ap- 
proximately 1 per cent for the small- 
est incomes, and that it will not ex- 
ceed $4 per cent for tht largest. 

Waiting on Wilson, 

It was learned tonight that Presi- 
dent Wilson still has at the white 
house the copies of the fourteen tariff 
Schedules given him last Monday 
night by Chairman Underwood. The 
committee is still waiting the presi- 
dent's recommendations with regard 
to the rates which it has fixed. 

Vigorous efforts are being made to 
Pursuade the president that he should 
Sive his approval to the schedules as 
drafted by the committee in order that 
a united front may be presented to the 
country. 

The president is still hesitating, 
largely because he objects to the du- 
ties on agricultural. products and on 
raw wool. He is considering whether 
Or not to ask the committee to free 
list-these articles. 

The scheme to charge a lower rate 
of duty on articles imported in Amer- 
ican bottoms is regarded of the ut- 
most importance. It has been _ pro- 
posed by several members of the com- 
mittee with the view of encouraging 
the building of American ships. In 
his speech accepting the democratic 
nomination for the presidency, Mr. 
Wilson strongly urged the rehabilita- 
tion of the American merchant ma- 
rine, and it is, therefore, expected that 
the ways and means committee scheme 
Will meet with his approval, especially 
as it tends to decrease tariff rates. 

Agreement Not Final. 

The agreement in the committee 1s 
not final. This feature was considered 
in connection with the administration 
Section of the bill, which will be pre- 
Sented to the president for his appro. 
val, just as the tariff schedules have 
been. 

Information obtained by the house 
committee on merchant marine and 
fisheries in its recent investigation of 
the foreign “shipping trust” is largely 
responsible for the attitude of the 
ways and means committee. This 
shows that practically all of the com- 
merce of this country is carried in 
Ships flying foreign flags. 

The democrats have always been 
Violently opposed to a direct ship sub- 
Sidy. The proposed preference will 
amount to an indirect subsidy, inas- 
much as it will attract business to 
American Ships, due to the fact that 
importers will get goods ch@aper by 
having them transported on these 
Ships. In time it is anticipated the 
number of .American ships wil] be 
Sreatly increased, and it is hoped that 
the once large merchant marine of 
the United States will be restored to 
its position on the high seas, :

Dayton, Ohio, of today is a city of 
destruction. Its streets are flooded 
by the angry waters of three rivers, 
its buildings crumbling at their foun- 
dations and roaring In a seething mass 
of flames at the top. Its people have 
met death by drowning and by fire 
until there is: no estimate of whether 
hundreds or thousands of them have 
been lost. This the story told by 
press dispatches, gleaned from ad- 
jJacent points that have managed to 
get telephonic communication or have 
harbored straggling survivors. 

Of the Dayton of yesterday, ‘‘The 
City of a Thousand Manufactories,” 
teeming with industry and peopled by 
wealthy and cultured citizens, a vivid 
description of a typical American city 
is given by Benjamin H. Coley, now 
business in Atlanta, but who was 
in the Ohio city and whose 
Sister and four brothers are 
somewhere in the midst of the suffer- 
ing thousands, 

Tries to Reach People. 

Mr. Ooley has tried by telephone, 
telegraph and letter to get into com- 
munication With his family in. the 
Stricken city, but can get no word 
from them. His brothers have offices 
in the central portion of the city, 
which igs now reported inundated and 
practically destroyed, and his worst 
fears are for them. His mother, Mrs. 
5. BR, @Qoetey, lives in Riverdale, a 
handsome residence suburb, which Hes 
much higher than the valley which 
holds the business portion of the city, 
and he believes that she is safe. His 
sister, Mrs. August Keck, in North 
Dayton, also slightly higher than Day- 
ton itself, is probably safe, unless she 
chanced to be in the-city when the 
flood came.

Dayton itself is described by its 
former citizen as a city of some 125,- 
000 people, the greater part of whom 
own their own homes and are far 
above the average in culture and re- 
finement. The town lies in a wide 
valley about 60 miles directly north of 
Cincinnati, A few of its suburbs are 
above the top of the levees and are 
probably safe. 

About half a mile above the town 
the waters of the Miami and Stillwater 
rivers meet and continue as the Miami 
river for a quarter of a mile toward 
the center of the city, where the Mad 
river swells the other two. 

Where the Miami river makes a de- 
cided bend after its juncture with the 
Stillwater river is teh levee that Mr. 
Ooley judges from dispatches has given 
away, causing the flood to overrun 
the central portion of the. town. 

Town Decidedly Flat. 

The town is decidedly flat and the 
central portion, in which ig located the 
business district, is below the top of 
the levees, which Mr. Ooley says have 
never burst before in his memory. Of 
the various suburbs, North Dayton, a 
residence suburb, is below the top of 
the levees except at its extreme end. 
West Side and South Park are also low 
and flat. 

Dayton View and Oakwood, two resi- 
dence suburbs, are high and practical- 
ly safe from the waters. 

As a manufacturing center, Dayton 
takes high rank with cities of many 
times its population. Among. its manu- 
facturers who are known throughout 
the country are the National 
Register company, the Barney & Smith 
Car company, the Davis Sewing Ma- 
chine company, the Pratt Iron works 
and the Raymond Brick Machine com- 
pany.. There are also many furniture 
factories and a number of plants 
where electrical machinery is made. 

It is also one of the railroad and 
traction centers of its section and the 
damage to railroad equipment has 
been estimated as running into the 
millions.

Each Day Before Noon, 
Girl Tells Ordinary 


Savannah, Ga., March 26.—(Special.) 
A pecullar type of insanity came un- 
der the observation of the ordinary’s 
court today when Lillian McNedZer, 
agetd 20 years, accompanied by her 
mother, submitted herself for investi- 
gEation.

Joseph I. Blakeslee, the new fourth as- 
sistant postmaster general and the successor 
to the genial P. V. DeGraw as head of the 
mail department that serves 40,000,000 peo- 
ple living on 42,000 rural routes, is of the 
human dynamo type of man.

Asked what his attitude would be toward 
the parcel post system, he said he expected 
to devote himself very carefully to the study 
of this service, as it could be vastly extended 
with benefit both to the farmer and the city 
man. 

“How to make-it of the greatest service 
to both is What I shall strive to find out. 
Of course the postmaster general is given the 
power under the law to make any changes in 
rates or regulations that may seem to him 
desirable. But before any changes are made 
we want to study the results of the actual 
working of the system. 

“It may be that this investigation will 
show that it is practicable to lower rates on 
rural routes where there is no cost for trans- 
portation by rail. This will bring the truck 
farmer and the dairymen closer to the con- 
sumers in the nearby towns and help to 
create business.” 

In closing the interview he showed that 
his whole spirit would be one of co-opera- 
tion with the men.in the service. 

“I want to be their friend and to help 
them in every way that I can,” he said.

WHO WAS 
ROBIN HOOD? 


Robin Hood livesgwith us as a literary 
mystery. The romantic career of this knight 
errant is known to wus almost entirely 
through the many and varied stories that 
have been told of him by the romancer and 
the poet, and if actually existed as Robin 
Hood, history is very vague regarding him. 
There has been a great diversity of opinion 
regarding this hero-outlaw. Some writers 
give him historical origin, others present 
him as a mythological character, while still 
others regard him as a creature of the popu- 
lar imagination. 

It is a well-known fact that many of 
the most popular ballads regarding Robin 
Hood are tradition, such as those of 
Arthurian cycle “Hynd Horn” and others, 
which were simply abridgements of older 
metrical romances. These romances were 
too long to be intoned or recited at a sin- 
ple sitting, and therefore shortened 
by the minstrels fitted to tunes, of 
which there are some still in existence. 
Professor F. W. Child, in the introduction 
to the fifth volume of his “English and 
Scottish Ballads,’ says: “My hypothesis is 
that the series of ballads associated with 
the name of Robin Hood are based partly 
On an earlier English romance and 
on historical 
that romance.’ 

The first notice of Robin Hood 
lish literature is 
“Piers the Plowman,” which according to 
Professor Skeat, cannot be earlier than 
about A. D. The lines run:

and Clorinda, the wife of Robin Hood. 

The commonly received belief regarding 
Robin Hood is that he was the captain of 
a band of robbers or outlaws. who inhabited 
the forest of Sherwood, in Nottinghamshire, 
and the nearby neighborhood. Even though 
they took a delight in robbing bishops and 
rich ecclesiastics, they are reported to have 
been religiously disposed, and retained in 
their band a domestic chaplain, Friar Tuck, 
who has been immortalized in “Ivanhoe.” 

Other noted members of the band were 
Little John, William Scarlet, Georgwe-a- 
Green and Much, the miller’s son. Robin is 
supposed to have been born at- Locksley, in 
the county of Nottingham, about 1160 A. D. 
The date assigned to his death is Novem-‘ 
ber, 1247. The site of his grave, which is 
well marked, is on the extreme edge of 
Kirkless Park, not far from Huddersfield. 

This would it seem that there is 
historical foundation for the Story, “but 
many writers are rather inclined to the 
Opinion that the name is of fictitious origin 
and applied to a combination of persons 
whose outlawry was told and retold in 
England many centuries ago. By some 
writers of a later age it has been supposed 
that the prince of robbers was no other 
than the Earl of Huntingdon, who, from 
misfortunes or his own mismanagement, had 
been compelled to adopt a predatory life. 

A collection of Robin Hood ballads, 
printed under the title “A Lytell Geste 
(history) of Robyn Hood,” was issued about 
1495. It forms the most satisfactory and 
reliable evidence that we possess of the life 
and deeds of the sxlvan hero. One of these 
ballads mentions that Edward Il. having 
arrived at Nottingham, resolved forthwith 
on the extermination of Robin Hood and his 
band. 

It is also a singular coincidence that 
in the record of the household expenses of 
Edward II. the name of Robyn Hode occurs 
Several times as a porter of the chamber at 
the very time during which the hero re- 
Sided at court, according to the ballad. 

It has been maintained, however, by 
many distinguished antiquarians, including 
T. Wright in England and Grimm in Ger- 
many, that Robin Hood is a mere fanciful 
abstraction, a poetical myth, or “one 
amongst the personages of the early myth- 
ology of the Teutonic people.” It has been 
gravely conjectured that his name, “Robin 
Hood,” is a corruption for “Robin of the 
Wood,” and that he is gnly to be regarded 
as a mythical embodiment of the spirit of 
unrestrained freedom and Sylvan sport. 
The principal ground on which this argu- 
ment is maintained is the absence of any 
direct historical evidence regarding him.

STATE BANKS LIABLE 
TO- $20,000 IN FINES 


Georgia would be richer by some 
$260,000 if the state treasurer should 
cecide to rigidly enforce the penalties 
of the bank law, says the _ state 
treasurer. 

Each state bank, under the law, must 
publish a’ newspaper summary of its 
statements made upon the call of 
the state treaurer and a clipping of 
this must be sent to the treasurer. For 
a violation of this law the banks can 
be made to pay at the rate of $50 a day 
for the entire time that elapses after 
a failure to comply. There are 325 
banks which could now be made to 
pay the penalty, which up to date 
would amount to about $260,000. 

It is not probable, however, that the 
bank fines will be collected if the 
state banks comply with the law in the 
future.

egrets, the birds 
from which the aigrettes or plumes 
come to bedeck “milady’s” bonnet in 
Georgia than in any ‘ther state of the 
union, states State Game Keeper Mer- 
cer. 

The game keeper says that egret are 
plentiful on an island in the Buffalo 
swamp, about 10 miles northwest from 
Brunswick. ‘“‘The reason we have so 
many egrets,” states the game Keeper, 
“Is because in the Buffalo swamp there 
is an island where the birds have a 
rookery that is under the protection 
of the Aububon society. But the birds 
are getting crowded and are going to 
other islands where they are not pro- 
tected. Many of them 4re killed and 
the pity of it is they are shot whiie 
they are on their nests and many of 
the eggs are left to spoil or the young 
to starve to death. On Colonel island 
there are many of the birds and I be- 
lieve that this island will soon be pro- 
tected by the Audubon society. It is 
a difficult matter to convict persons 
of killing the egrets, for whenever 
any one is caught with aligrettes the 
claim is made that the plumes were 
found where they had been dropped 
during the molting season.

Way back in the late ’80’s there 
drifted from Savannah, Ga., to Seattle, 


Was., @ young man by the name of 
Lewis—James Hamilton Lewis. He 
had drifted from Augusta, Ga., 
where he was taken when an 
infant from Virginia by his 
parents to Savannah. The drifting 


then was good, for Savannah stands 
on the bank of the river of that name, 
aS does Augusta. The boats in those 
days were not much to look at nor to 
ride on, when compared with those of 
today, but they beat walking. Young 
Lewis, then but a boy, would have 
walked if it had not been for the boat, 
because train fare was too high. He 
drifted along in Savannah for a few 
years, saw he was drifting, and then 
went to Seattle. There was no more 
drifting. It was against the current 
after that, a long hard fight up stream. 

Today the young man who quit 
drifting was elected to the United 
States senate from [llinois. He was 
the choice of the people of his state, 
as voiced overwhelmingly in a popular 
primary, and ratified after a deadlock 
of weeks by the legislature, 

The career of James Hamilton Lew- 
is has been eventful and _— striking. 
szack in those early days. _ in Savannah 
he had nothing but his ambition; that 
and an ability that has enabled him 
to gratify it. But has it? Is Lewis 
the sort of man'to be content now that 
he has reached the senate of the Unit- 
ed States? There are higher posts in 
this government. Lewis has no mean 
idea of his own ability. Nor have 
the people. And they doubtless will

In Savannah, Lewis was not taken 
seriously, except by himself and a few 
who knew him best.

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INTEREST WIDESPREAD 
IN ALL FARMING WORK 


President Andrew Soule De- 
clares Agricultural College 
Needs Greater Facilities. 


A widespread and lively interest is 
now being taken in boys’ corn clubs, 
girls’ canning clubs, farm demonstra- 


tural activities directed by the State 
College of Agriculture, according to 
President Andrew M. Soule, who is in 
Atlanta by invitation to address the 
Dairy association. 

Dr. Soule says that the interest in 
corn club organization exceeds that of 
last year, and it begins to look as if 
there would be 15,000 boys enrolled 
with clubs in every county. Greater 
co-operation is being received from 
school and local authorities not only 
in the boys’ work but also in the 
girls’ work. The greatest difficulty, 
says Dr. Soule, is to answer the calls, 
organize and care for these clubs with 
present facilities of the college, and 
the splendid support from the United 
States department of agriculture. 

Indications Are Hopeful. 

In the matter of farm demonstration 
work, Dr. Soule says there are exceed- 
ingly hopeful indications, revealing 
how thoroughly the farmers of Geor- 
gia are being aroused to‘better their 
agricultural conditions. At present 
there are sixty-five farm demonstra- 
tion agents in the state, and calls are 
coming up for more. Much good has 
already been accomplshed by these 


demonstrations, and Dr. Soule expects | 


to see the time, not far distant, when 
every county will have one or more 
farm demonstration agents. 

Another indication of the new inter- 
est in agriculture in the state is evi- 
denced by the increased attendance 
upon the agricultural extension schools 
which are being conducted throughout 
the state, two itinerant schools being 
constantly at work, spending two or 
three days at a Place. A noticeable 
fact is that where such schools have 
hitherto been held the attendance 
shows an increase. 

Dr. Soule said that the people of 
Georgia are thirsty for agricultural 
information, and that there is a con- 
Stant stream of inqutry pouring into 
the college of agriculture in the form 
of letters asking every question im- 
aginable. 


College Is Now Overrun. 

With all this stirof interest and an 
attempt to satisfy it with agricultural 
extension service, Dr. Suule finds a big 
task on his hands to provide facilities 
‘to care for the Phenominally grow- 
ing student body at the college. Five 
years ago there was nothing practical- 
ly in the way of a student body. To- 
day there are 350 enrolled. The increase 
of the last year alone was 55 per cent. 
Already the classrooms and laborato- 
ries are overcrowded. 

If this rate of increase is going to 
Keep up, and Dr. Soule. thinks it 
looks very much like it, the question 
is, how can the college take care of 
the students with present quarters and 
equipment? Dr. Soule is seeking to 


have another building erected on the 
campus, and will ask for an increased 
appropriation for teaching the large 
and increasing student body. Without 
these, he says, he cannot undertake to 
accept responsibility for taking care 
of all the Georgia boys who will ap- 
Ply for admission.
